The  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  German  Emperor, 
King  of  Prussia,  being  desirous,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
commerce  of  the  two  countries,  to  facilitate  the  dis- 
covery, apprehension,  and  surrender  of  seamen  who 
may  desert  from  merchant  vessels  of  either  country, 
on  the  basis  of  a full  and  entire  reciprocity,  have 
agreed  as  follows:  — 

It  is  mutually  agreed  that  if  any  .seamen  or  appren- 
tices, not  being  slaves,  should  desert  from  any  ship 
belonging  to  a subject  of  either  of  the  Contracting 
Parties,  within  any  port  in  the  territories  or  in  the 
possessions  or  colonies  of  the  other  Contracting  Party, 
the  authorities  of  such  port  and  territoiy,  possession 
or  colony,  shall  be  bound  to  give  every  assistance  in 
their  power  for  the  apprehension  and  sending  on 
board  of  such  deserters,  on  application  to  that  effect 
being  made  to  them  by  the  Consul  of  the  country  to 
which  the  ship  of  the  deserter  may  belong,  or  by  the 
deputy  or  representative  of  the  Consul 

It  is  understood  that  the  preceding  stipulations  shall 
not  apply  to  subjects  of  the  country  where  the 
desertion  shall  take  place.
